During that session, the Working Group will consider the 
cases of detention of Messrs. Ibn Al-Shaykh al-Libi ; Abu 
Faisal; Abdul Aziz; Abu Zubaydah; Abdul Rahim al Sharqawi; 
Abd al-Hadi al-Iraqi; Muhainned al-Darbi; Ramzi bin al-Shibh; 
Abd al-Rahim al-Nashiri; Moh«umned Omar Abdel-Rahman ; Mustafa 
al-Hawsawi; Khalid Sheikh Mohammed; Majid Khan; Yassir al- 
Jazeeri; Ali Abdul Aziz Ali; Waleed Mbhanmed bin Attash; 
Tariq Mahmood; Hassan Ghul; Musaad Aruchi; Mohammed Naeem 
Noor Khan; Ahmed Khalfan Gailani; Abu Faraj al-Libi and 
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Ramzi Binalshibh, all of them reportedly detained under 
United States custody. These cases were transmitted on 8 
December 2005 (copy attached for ease of reference) . No 
response from the Government of the United States of America 
has yet been received.
